Control Necessary 


For Tomato Mites 


One of ‘the earliest pests in 
your tomato field is the mite, 
according to Walter J. Cordua, 

lare county assistant farm 
advisor. It appears first in late 
June or early July and will have 
passed through many’ genera- 
tions before dying out with the 

' first frost if you do not stop it. 

Watch for signs of the mite 
near the ground. It is too small 
to be seen, but it presence can 
be told by unhealthy looking, 
dry leaves, often greasy bronze 
or russet. 

During hot weather, the dam- 
age caused by mites will increase. 
This means that methods for 
the control of this pest should 
be started early. This year the 
middle of June of first of July. 
Dusting with sulfur is the best 
known control method. Sulphur 
can be mixed with other in- 
secticides and. used throughout 
the season, as long as damage 
from the mite is apparent. 

A new booklet, ‘Controling 
Common Pests of Tomato in 
Northern California,” has’ just 
been issued by the College of 
Agriculture of the University -of 
California, and is available free 
upon request from the Farm Ad- 
visor’s Office, Post.

The virus of PE—avian Pneu- 
moencephalitis, Pneumo or New- 
castle di&sease— recently was 
isolated from the air of a poul- 
try house containing an infected 
flock. 
= Normal chickens became in- 
fected with PE when confined 
in cages in the poultry house in 
such a 'way that they were out 
of contact with any contamina- 
ted. material which was not air 
horne. 


Such demonstration of the vir- 


“us in the air makes it appear 


possible that airborne transmis- 
sion is largely responsible for 
the rapid spread of the disease 
throughout a house, from house 
to house, or from farm to farm. 

Possible transmission of the 
disease through eggs also has

been. demonstrated. : 

Present evidence _ indicates 
that such transmission is likely 
to occur only in the case of eggs 
laid when a flock is actively 
infected—not after full recov- 
ery. It also indicates that eggs 
containing. vlrus are just as like- 
ly to fail to hatch because of 
infertile or dead germs as they 
are to hatch infected chicks. 

PE occurs in chickens, ‘turkeys 
and several] other speies of birds- 
pheasants, partridges, quail, 
doves, and pigeons have been 
proved susecptible by inoculation 
with virus. 

In California the disease has 
tended to be less prevalent and, 
on the average, less severe in 
turkeys than in chickens, even 
in areas in which large numbers 
of both are raised. 

Flocks of any age may become 
infected. 

The amount of damage which 
an infected flock may suffer is 
entirely unpredictable. Numer- 
ous instances of flocks being af- 
fected with an-inapparent or 
subclinical form which caus-s 
no visable symptoms of loss, have 
been detected. 

This is an insidious character 
which makes it difficult to know 
just how widespread the disease 
may be. 

Neary all birds of affected 
flocks become sick but the death 
i688 nay ya:y from none to all, 
to half or more of a flock. Wide 
variation in the severity of the 
disease is gften seen among 
different pens of birds of the 
Same age. The average mortality 
in affected flocks of chicks is’ 
probably about 10 per cent and 
a little less in laying flocks. 

In some areas PE in most pre- 
valent among chicks ard in o- 
thers it is laying Pullet flocks 


that are most frequently Diacn. 
ed. 

When PE occurs it is likely 
to progress through all suscep- 
tible groups. on the farm but 
some may escape. On many farms 
the disease has recurred in each 
year’s crop of replacement stock. 

There are known instances 
of a farm located in a congested 
poultry district being free of the 
disease. for several years after an 
outbreak, A recovered flock is 
considered immune for life. No 
reports of a second outbreak of

Honey Business 
Is Developed 


(Continued from Page 1) 


comb is placed in an extractor, 
\- hich whirls the honey out of 
the comb. From.the extractor, 
the honey goes into a small set- 
tling tank from which it is 
Lu. ped through a pipe system 
into 1,000 gallon storage tanks. 

Once in the large tanks, all 
foreign matter comes to the top, 
since the honey is a heaVy mater- 
ial, and the pure, clean honey is 
dray.n from the bottom of the 
tank into five-gallon tins, each 
of which carries 60 pounds. 

Comb that is separated in the 
process of extracting honey, goes 
through additional special equip- 
ment for manufacturing into 
bees wax. 

An average day’s run at the 
Young plant is three tons of 
honey, although with addition- 
al help, a run of about five tons 
can Fe made. 

Following the cotton bloom- 
ing season, the Youngs bring 
their beeseback to their home 
location and start rebuilding and 
spliting their hives, a process 


that involves the raising of 
queen bees and the placing of 
these queen cells, prior to hatch- 
ing, in both new and old hives, 
since all old queens are disposed 
of at the end of’ each season. 
The new hives are set up and 
established by spring, When they 
are taken into the field for the 
orange bloom, 

Although the Youngs do not 
take hives to the mountains ev- 
ery year, on occasion they have 
placed stands in the Bass Lake 
area for fir honey. Mountain lo- 
cations, according to the Youngs, 
involve the stringing of some 
good electric fence to keep bears 
out of the stands. 

Present honey market, the 
Young’s state, is off somewhat 
from recent war prices, how- 
ever, the present market is good 
enough to provide a profitable 
return if natyral conditions are 
right tor the production of good 

looms. 

Although the elder Mr. Young 
had no technical knowledge of 
bees when he first became inter- 
ested in the business, he has 
studied bulletins on bee raising 
issued by the University of Cali- 
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fornia at Davis. also other in- is 


formation. At one time he had 


his bees up to 2,300 stands, 
but unfavorable seasons, from. — 


the standpoint of rebuilding his 
bee stock, cut down the number. 

Bulk of sales by the Youngs 
are made to wholesalers, how- 
ever, they have done some reé- 
tail selling at their headquarters

PE in the same group have, to 
the writers knowledge, been de- 
finitely verified. 

Two attacks of a respiratory 
trouble which looked alike but 
were from different causes could 
easily be mistaken for the same 


disease because it is impossible 


to differentiate the respiratory 
type of PE from certain other 
respiratory diseases by symptoms 
and lesions alone. 

Outbreaks in chicks usually 
start as a respiratory difficulty 
manifested by coughing and gas- 
ping. } P 

The flock, except for dimin- 
ished appetite and some droopi- 
hess, may not be otherwise af- 
fected and will recover in two or 
three weeks with little or no 
death lcss. In the majority of 
outbreaks, however, nervous sym- 
ptols are soon seen in some of 
the birds. 

The nervous symptoms are 
varied. and include staggering, 
paralysis and twiching of legs 
or wings, twisting of the necks, 
etc. The number of such cases

varies from a few to a large per- 
centage and these are practically 
the only birds which are lost. 

Laying flocks may show a 
moderate amount of coughing, 
decrease in appetite and a pro- 
gressive drop in egg production 
for a week or two. The flocks 
then improve rapidly and within 
a month be back to normal 
without any loss other than the 
decrease in egg yield which oc- 
curred. 

In more severe outbreaks 
marked droopiness may be gener- 
al‘in the flock for a few days 
and floor or yard eggs with soft 
or imperfect shells. are laid. 
Flocks thus affected may recover 
rapidly without serious death 
loss. On the other hand, nervous 


-symptoms may appear in vari- 


able numbers of the. birds. Mor- 
tality, as with chicks, is large- 
ly confined to birds with nervous 
symptoms. 

Definite recognition of a dis- 
ease as PE without the use of 
laboratory procedures is usually 
difficult and often impossible 
because the symptoms of res- 
piratory trouble which are pre- 
dominant. cannot be distinguish- 
ed from those of other respira- 
tory diseases.

It is only when, in addition 
to respiratory symptoms, some 
birds of a flock of either chicks 
of layers develop nervous sym- 
ptoms like those described that 
one can with reasonable assur- 
ance make a diagnosis of PE. 
Consequently, if one wishes to 
definetly know what disease he 
is dealing with, specimens should 
be taken to one of the several 
diagnostic laboratories in the 
State. : 


The laboratory procedures that 
can be used are (1) attempt to 
isolate the virus by inoculation 
of embryos with tissues of the 
affected bird, (2). tests of the 
blood of birds which have been 
sick for a few days or have re- 
covered, and (3) tests of re- 
covered birds for immunity to 
PE by inoculating them with 
virus grown in embryos. 


The procedure most commonly 


used because it can be done more 
quickly than the others is a 
blood test known. as. the, hem- 
agglutination-inhibition, or HI 
test. This can be completed with- 
in a few hours while the others 


require days to complete, 

A positive reaction to-the HI 
‘test is reliable evidence that 
the bird tested has been infected 
with PE. A bird will continpe 
to react positively for a long 
time after recovery.

2. Weeds: Adequately control 
the weeds by mowing at the pro- 
per times. ot 

3. Irrigation: Judicious use of 
water will add to the profits 
from irfigated pastres. Pas- 
ture plants are shallow root- 
ed and frequent light irriga- 
tions should percolate to about 
two feet in depth. 

4. Supplement feeding: Bunk- 
er feeding of dry feed will ef- 
fect better use of the pasture 
and eliminate bloat hazzard. 

5. Rotation: In no instance 
should the pastures be so heavily 
grazed as to keep them constant- 
ly fed to the ground. From four 
to six inches of growth should 
always be left on the pasture 
in order to leave the plants with 
enough leaves to manufacture 
plant food and assist in rapid 
recovery of the grazed plants. 


Mr. Anderson says he will 
gladly discuss pasture manage- 
ment with interested growers 
who contact him at the Agricul- 
tura] Extension Service office in 
the Post Office Building, Visalia.

less food and more of the other 
things they need to build up 
their industries. They will need . 
less of our bread grain exports, 
but still they- will probably need 
five or six times the amount of 
wheat we exported before the 
War. They will probable take 
larger shipments of cotton than 
last year. In all, foreign demand 
will go down considerable but 
prove strong enough to help 
hold farmers prices and incomes 
near last year’s levels. 
Considerable fertilizer and 
farm machinery may go abroad, 
so farmers here may continue to 
have difficulty getting as much 
of some items as they want. 
Second, the indirect effects: 
Recovery Plan will help keep 
up production, employment, and 
incomes for another year in this 
country by assuring large ex- 
ports. That will make for con- 
tinued strong demand for food 
and other farm products in this 
country. ; 
Third, the long term effects— 
The plan will not only ease the 


immediate drop in our farm ex- 


ports but will speed the recon- 
strution of Europe and make a 
more likely foreign market for 
farm products of the United 
States in the years ahead.
